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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The new limitations of "reducing pitting" and requiring the solid support to be "non-porous" would require 
further consideration and search and would not place the claims in better condition for appeal. Therefore, since these new limitations 
would require further search and consideration, the amendment will not be entered.. 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant first argues that the final rejection was 
premature because it was not necessitated by amendment. This argument is simply incorrect Applicant amended the claim to require 
that the "substantially planar" in order to overcome a proper prior art rejection. The examiner is not required, at the initial action, to 
foresee every possible amendment applicant could make and prepare possible 102 or103 rejections to meet such amendments. This 
would not be feasible. Thus, when Applicant amended the claim to avoid a proper prior art rejection, the new rejection was made, and 
was necessitated by Applicant's amendment to require the support to be "substantially planar". Applicant's argument is simply not 
correct since the examiner cannot predict how the claim will be amended. 

Applicant then argues that Sambrook does not apply to the amended claim. Because the amendment was not entered, this 
argument is not persuasive as applied to the claim without the amendent. Applicant's other arguments also rely upon entry of the 
amendment. Since the amendment was not entered, they are not persuasive. 
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
